The Sun com- 


missioned Kerby to make a first-hand 
investigation 
of America's 
housing 


problem, in the hope that light would 
be thrown on high rents and short- 
age of homes right here in Lowell. 


(Special to The Sun) 
America is face to face today with 


the problem that has faced England 
—the question of providing homes 
for the workers congested in com- 
munities engaged in manufacturing 
munitions, ships and other war ma- 
terials. 
At the beginning of the war, Eng- 


land's prime need was far guns and 
shells. 
The workers responded with 
a 
production never approached 
in 


magnitude or speed by British labor. 
Then suddenly the output fell off. 
The government appointed a com- 
mission to determine why. 


Most factories were found to be 
new 
and 
modern, 
equipped 
and 
lighted in accordance with the best 
modern practice. 
There was clearly 


no loss of efficiency 
through 
bad 
working conditions. 
Finally a strike at Woolwich, the 
great arsenal on the Thames, dis- 


closed the cause of the let-up of the 
workers. 
It was bad housing! 
There was no accommodation for 


tha^ workers 
near 
the 
Woolwich 
arsenal, and they were compelled to 
live at a distance, with the result 
that few men remained long. 
The government acted at once. It 


erected, near the factories, 
numer- 
ous huts, 
like those 
provided for 


soldiers. 
These 
kept the men at 
work better, but many left after a I 
few months, because they wanted to 
be with their families. 
Early in 1915, the board of works 


in London sought the advice of its 
chief architect. Frank Baines. Bainea 
advocated the building of a number 
of modern houses for the men. 
"Build 1000 individual, 
modernly 


appointed homes at once," he said. 
"Build houses that will appeal to the 
taste of the workers!" 


"How 
long Will it take you to 


build 1000 such houses?" the architect 
was asked. 


"Seven months," he replied. 
He was ordered to build, and the 
result la the 
wonderful 
village of 


Well 
Hall, 
within 
easy reach of 
Woolwich, .consisting of 1500 cot- 
tages . which house nearly 70,000 of 
the Woolwich arsenal workers. 


There are four types of houses at 


Well Hall. 
The largest has eight 


rooms and bath. 
All are equipped 


with electric light, gas. water and 
the best modern appointments. 
The 


large houses are rented at 53.75 a 
\vcek, and the small ones at 51 'and 
$1.75 a week. 


These houses were erected in less 
than seven months and are expected 
to last at least a century. 


Now the government is giving at- 


tention to Barrow-in-Furniss where 
there is much shipbuilding. 
Before 


the war there was a shortage of 
6000 houses in Barrow. 
War 
has 
increased the population immensely. 


The English government now looks 


upon the proper housing of workers 
as of the same importance as health, 
sickness, accident and life insurance, 
free medical advice and attendance, 
and old age pensions. 
The goal "Is in sight, yet the road 


remains to be traveled. 
Harold Shawcross, chairman of the 
National Housing1 and Town Plan- 
ning council of England, estimates 
that to overtake tho lack of building 
due to tho. Avar and to enable the 
abolition of slums it will be neces- 
sary to build about 160,000 houses a 
year for ten years. 
The immediate 


shortage of houses is estimated at 
half a million.

They welcome the guaranty ot the 


open door and of their territorial in- 
tegrity, but view with some doubt the 
recognition of Japan's special interest 
"China has the moat complete conrt- 
dence In the United Status," says R. L. 
Park, editor of the 
Chinese World 
hero, and a leader in San Francisco's 
Chinatown. "I can conceive of no con- 
ditions under which the United States 
might take action unfriendly to Chlnn. 
She is China's big disinterested friend. 
"Japan feels a rfght of leadership for 
China, a feeling which the Chinese do 
not reciprocate. It may be that Japan 
feels the common color of her people 
with the Chinese, or common sources 
of racial origin give her special rights 
in China. But the Chinese have no 
si-'ch feeling. 
"Tho Chinese will have an 
entirely 
separate and distinct feeling toward 
tho United States as a signer of this 
agreement and towards Japan. 
"The agreement'Is probably a signal 


for a 
tremendous 
commercial 
drive 


from Japan on China. Japan 
would 
l!k« to take all the import and export 
businens that Germany and Austria had 
in China bforo the war. She is now 
Imitating all the goods that the Chl-
